Weekend motoring in M i s s o u r i proved to be a deadly pas­ 
time in 1059 according to 1 Traffic death record> of the State 
Highway Patrol. 
The Safety Division of the Highway Patrol reported today 
that 58 per cent of the 986 people killed last year in Mis­ 
souri traffic crashes died in accidents occurring on Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays. 
A total of 571 weekend traffic 
deaths was recorded. 
For many years. Saturdays have been recognized as the 
m ost perilous day of the week for motorists, and last year 
proved no exception to the rule. There were 229 people 
killed in traffic accident.' on Saturdays last year. Sunday* 
ranked second for traffic deaths with 
ITS fatalities and 
Friday third with I(17 people pilled. 
The most tragic mid-week day for traffic deaths was 
Thursday, with 118 fatalities. There were 191 people killed 
on Tuesdays. The safest days of the week for motorists last 
year were Mondays and W ednesdays. Fven on these d a \ s 
Of ocmparatively off-peak traffic conditions, a total of 95 
people were killed on each of the mid-week days.

Weekend motoring in Missouri proved to be a deadly pas. 
time in 1059 according to trraffie death records of the State 
Highway Patrol. 
The Safety Division of the Highway Patrol reported today 
that 58 per cent of the 986 people killed last year in Mis­ 
souri traffic crashes died in accidents occurring on Friday*. 
Saturdays and Sundays. A total of 571 weekend traffic 
deaths was recorded. 
For many years, Saturdays have been recognized as Hie 
most perilous day of the week for motorists, and last year 
proved no exception to the rule. There were 229 people 
killed in traffic accidents on Saturdays last year. Sundays 
ranked second for traffic deaths with ITH fatalities and 
Friday third with IGT people pilled. 
The most tragic mid-week day for traffic deaths was 
Thursday, with 118 fatalities. There were 101 people killed 
on Tuesdays. The safest days of the week for motorists last 
year were Mondays and Wednesdays. Even on these days 
of comparatively off-peak traffic conditions, a total of 95 
people were killed on each of the mid-week days. 
Even though Saturdays were the days for the highest 
death toll to be recorded, Sundays were the days for the 
most traffic deaths to occur in a single 24 hour period. Traf­ 
fic accidents took the lives of 11 people on both Sunday, 
July 5, and Sunday, August 15. The highest death toll for 
one Saturday was eleven people killed on Ju ly 18. 
“ The weekends seem to he the time for driving dangers 
to be greatest and driving caution the least," Col. Hugh ll. 
Waggoner, the Patrol Superintendent said. " If we expect 
I960 to be a safer year the weekend motorist must improve 
his habits drastically." 
The Superintendent's warning is timely. Through the 
fourth weekend of the new year. there had been 68 people 
killed in Missouri traffic accidents and 14 of the fatalities 
occurred on Fridays, Saturdays aid Sundays.

N E E D FO R M ORE LA Y ACTIVITY 


lf our mail is any indication, many members of the United 
Presbyterian Church, including at least part of the dele­ 
gates of the 171st General Assembly, have not been aware 
that the conference officially opposed Right To Work Laws. 
The Church’s Committee on Social Education and Action 
recommended to the Assembly a resolution openly critical of 
the principle of voluntary unionism. After “ vigorous” discus­ 
sion, most of it was deleted, but these significant portions 
remained: 
‘The 171st General Assembly believes that union mem­ 
bership as a basis of continued employment should be neith­ 
er required by law nor forbidden by law . . . (and) urges 
that the question of a union shop or other maintenance-of- 
membership arrangements should be settled by collective 
bargaining which meets the basic requirements for respon­ 
sible and democratic negotiation.” 
These statements represent direct opposition to Right To 
Work, which simply means that the question of union mem­ 
bership shall not be a condition of employment, and is to be 
resolved by the worker s own free decision rather than in a 
bargaining session at w hich he is not present. 
To our knowledge, the action of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly makes it the first major denomination which has 
taken an official stand against voluntary unionism. However, 
“ social action” committees within several denominations 
have recommended such positions. They include the Hoard 
of Social and Economic Relations of the Methodist Church 
and the Department of Church and Economic Life of the 
National Council of Churches. Monsignor George Higgins, 
Director of the Social Action Department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, has also expressed vocal op­ 
position to Right To Work. 
It is ironic that the Presbyterian Church should be the 
first to officially approve contracts compiling {jersons to 
support an organization with which they may disagree. In 
our Nation's early history, it was a combination of Presby- 
, terians and Baptists, labeled “ dissenters," who led the fight 
for religious freedom and for abolishment of compulsory 
payments to the Established Church. 
That struggle climaxed with the passage in 1786 of Vir­ 
ginia's historic Statute for Religious Freedom. Thomas Je f­ 
ferson. who wrote the document, said in its preamble “ that 
to compel a man to furnish contributions of money for the 
propagation of opinions which he disbelieves and abhors is 
sinful and tyrannical." 
Some Presbyterians doubt that the action of the 171s 
General Assembly represents the viewpoint of the majority 
of Presbyterians, or even a majority of those in attendance 
at the Assembly. It does indicate clearly, however, the need 
for laymen in every denomination to make their voices heard 
in setting policy for their churches. Otherwise, the church 
organization may be used as a platform for the propaganda 
of ideas which many Americans believe are destroying the 
concepts of human dignity and individual responsibility, the 
very cornerstone of Christianity.

New Madrid 
Budget Set 
At *501/770 


NEW 
MADRID — The 
County 
Court at its January 21 session 
went over the estim ates of the va­ 
rious officials as to requirements 
necessary to properly conduct their 
offices for 196U. and to take care 
of county affairs, and came up 
with a budget total of $501,770.54, 
it being some 845.000 OO higher than 
for the previous year, according to 
County Clerk Jesse H Wilkins. 
lite major increase was for road 
and bridge purposes, which was 
fixed at $250.OOO OO, as compared 
with S219.000.00 the previous year. 
The additional funds were set up 
for the purpose of taking advan 
tage of funds available on a match­ 
ing basis from the state, and will 
put the county in position to se­ 
cure more roads and bridges at a 
lower* local cost should matching 
funds become available. A .separ­ 
ate tax rate is levied for this pur 
pose, separate and apart from the 
general revenue tax. being 35 cents 
per $100.00 valuation. 
The regular county revenue tax 
rate of 40 cents per $100 00 valua­ 
tion. together with fees from offi­ 
cials is used to take care of county 
obligations in the various classes of 
expenditures, which for I960 is an­ 
ticipated to amount to $251,770.54. 
it being a total L.crcase of about 
$14,000.00 over the previous year, 
necessitated primarily because of 
primary and general elections ex 


pense, which was not rcquiied in 
the off-year. 
The break-down of the various 
classes and their anticipated ex­ 
penditures includes: 
Class One. which pays for insane 
patients in mental institutions, and 
was cut from $8,000.00 in 1959 to a 
present figure of $7.200 00 for the 
current year. 
Class Two, which takes care of 
petit jurors, sheriff’s court charg 
es, criminal cost bills, law- library. J 
judges and clerks of elections, bal­ 
lots, poll book supplies, publica­ 
tion costs and other election costs, J 
was fixed at $19,800.00 for 1960.

Class Three, is not used by this 
county, it 
being 
for 
road 
and 
bridge purposes, since New Mad­ 
rid County carries these items by 
individual road districts, covered 
by the 35 cent road and bridge 
levy. 
Class Four was fixed at $166,- 
063.54. which was a $5,200.00 m- 
srease over the 1959 set-up. This 
class takes care of payment of all 
salaries of county officials, their 
deputies and the appointive offi­ 
cials. travel expense, if any. office 
operation expenses, supplies and 
records and social security contri­ 
butions. 
Class F’ive, in which the figure 
for 1959 was $42.312.OO was increas­ 
ed by some SIO.000.00 to a $52.- 
107.00 for current purposes, due to 
increased coats in temporary re­ 
lief for indigent persons and set­ 
ting up of a fund to take care of 
the distribution of surplus com­ 
modities- Also included in this item 
is expense of patients in institu­ 
tions other than mental hospitals, 
insurance arid premiums on offic­ 
ials' bond.', publication costs, wel­ 
fare 
office 
operation 
expense, 
phone services, heat, lights and 
cost of operating jail and court­ 
house 
Class Six. which includes expen­ 
ditures 
not otherwise 
classified. 
was cut from $12,745.00 for 1959 to 
a figure of $6,600 OO for the current 
year. The major portion is for new- 
office equipment for various offi­ 
cials, and parcels of office furni­ 
ture, and for major repairs on the 
courthouse and jail. 
The County Clerk had previously 
filed his estimate of receipts that 
may be anticipated, and the pro­ 
posed expenditure* necessarily had 
to be within his figure. Notice has 
been received by the County Clerk 
that the budget has been received 
and filed in the office of Haskell 
Holman, State Auditor.
